Antioch had a record year in 1957- 
so far as precipitation was , con- 
cerned,, according to Roy Kufalk, 
co-operative observer. 

The total for the year was 34.85 
inches, which was 4.63 inches above 
the record of 32.62 in 1954. 

Six inches of snow on December 
31 helped materially to bring the 
total precipitation to 2.5 inches for 
the month.

ica.' "I No mention was made of 
the ' denomination. Consequently 
when the Eagles arfd Half Eagles 

-..were first coined, m 1795, and the 
Quarter Eagle in 1796, the value did 
not appear on the coins. The de- 
nomination was not placed on the 
coin until 1807. In 1834 the weights 
of these . three coins wore reduced 
from that specified in 1792. The 
new weights of 258, 129 and 64.5 
grains respectively, remained un- 
changed for one hundred years. 
One Dollar Pieces Minted 
Two additional gold corns were 
authorized in 1849, and these were 
of the $1 and $20 denominations. 
While $1 pieces were minted in 1849 
for general, circulation, it was not 
until 1850 that the $20 or "Double 
Eagle" was available to the public. 
The $3 gold coin was first struck in 
1854 and this piece, together with 
the $1 coin, was discontinued in 
1889. 

Originally alfc-the gold pieces were 
minted in Philadelphia, but in 1838 
the government opened branch 

^ ^nints in Charlotte, North Carolina,- 
and Dahlonega, Georgia, for the 
coining of gold only, so that metal 
from the mines in those areas would 
not be subject to the hazards of 
transporting it to Philadelphia. Prior 
to the opening of these mints some 
gold was privately minted in Geor- 
gia and North Carolina. The Unit- 
ed States mints at Charlotte and 
Dahlonega were closed at the start 
of the War Between the States in 

, 1801, and never reopened. Gold 
coins-also have^bcen-struck at other 
branch mints located in San^. Fran- 
cisco, Calif., Carson City, Nev., and 
Denver,. Colo. All coins except 
those from Phildelphia, bear a 
mint mark or letter designating the 
mint. 

Add Motto In 1866 
The motto "In God We Trust" 
was added to the coins in 1866. In 

1907 when new designs were adopt- 
ed for the $10 and $20 pieces, the 
motto was omitted. This resulted 
in a great deal of public indigna- 
tion, so Congress passed an act in 

1908 authorizing this motto be in- 
scribed on all gold coins that had 
heretofore borne this inscription. 

With the discovery of gold in 
California there was much trading 
of this precious metal in dust and 
nuggets.. . To facilitate business 
transactions, several private com- 
panies and assayers minted gold in 
the $5, $10, $20 an'd $50 denomina- 
tions between 1849 and 1855. The 
$50 coin which was struck in both 
round and octagonal shapes, is fre- 
quently referred to as a "slug" be- 
cause of its size and weight. Also 
as there was a necessity for small 
change, some companies and mer- 
chants issued gold coins in denom 7 
inations of 25 cents, 50 cents and $1. 
These do not have the name of the 
issuer on them, as do the larger 
coins, and were minted until about 
. 1862.

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Antioch citizens who probably 
.would rebel against an increase in 
the village corporation tax, no. mat- 
ter how meritorious, are financing 
its government Without a complaint 
at the rate of more than $3,000 a 
month through the half cent .sales 
tax. 

The state treasurer announced 
that under the Municipal Retailers' 
Occupational.Tox act, less the 6 per 
cent cost of collection by the state, 
$3,401.32 was collected in November 
for Antioch. 

The half cent- tax was permitted 
in Antioch, through an agreement 
with' merchants and other 'business 
men that free offstreet parking 
space would be provided. This is 
becoming a reality as the result of 
the purchase' of the Ackerman prop- 
erty on Broadway. 

Contributing to this free service 
are merchants outside of Antioch 
who collect the half cent, and turn 
it into the state. 

The village is also privileged to 
sptnd this money for other necessi- 
ties, and it would be in straightened 
circumstances if the $36,000 a year 
inco-me were suddenly removed. 
Only a few years ago the income 
from taxes was about $26,000. 

The sales tax is also a barometer 
of Antioch business as well as in 
other villages of the state, a vast 
majority of whom collect it. 

Antioch and Fox Lake jockey back 
and forth for larger amounts in this 
respect even -though Fox Lake is a 
much larger village. In November 
Fox Lake led through the amount of 
$3,566.16. 

Zion's amount for the same month 
was $3,869.60. Lake Villa, a much 
smaller village, was $767.84.
